In that 
action, the Examiner required san election of species under 35 U.S.C, § 121 between the 
following alleged patentably distinct species of the invention: 



I). Species II, directed to the embodiments shown in Figs. 2a and 2b; 

III. Species ill, directed to the embodiments shown in Figs. 3a and 3b; or 

IV. Species IV, directed to the embodiment shown in Fig. 5. 

The Applicant elects to prosecute the species of the claimed invention shown in Fig. 1 
of the drawings. The Applicant lalso elects claims 1-3. 5. 8. 10, 15 and 16 which are readable 
on the elected species of Fig. 1ito be prosecuted on the merits.
